MANURE MANAGEMENT PLAN UPDATE:  Moved by Wedemeyer and seconded by Twombly to approve the manure management plan from Robert 
Slayton in the SW ¼ SW ¼ of Section 8 of Walnut Township. Approved.  
 
GROVE CEMETERY MOWING:  Moved by Twombly and seconded by Hoadley for the Chair to sign the 2023 Grove Cemetery Mowing Contract with 
Mike Mangels at $25.00 per mowing.

BROADBAND DISCUSSION: Walker discussed how there is a grant out there for broadband and if approved then telephone companies can bid on 
the project. This particular grant is only open during the month of March. Walker is going to check if there is a fee for SICOG to do the grant writing for 
the county since we are a member. Coon Valley Telephone is a great source to answer questions when it comes to broadband and the areas that can 
be covered in the grant. Baier said that this grant has to be done by government entities, no private members for this particular grant. The Board 
discussed how the city of Greenfield is in the “Mediacom” area and the challenges with getting broadband to Greenfield because of this. Baier wondered 
if Mediacom could get a grant for fiber optics. Clerk Woosley was asked about courthouse net connection and stated how the courthouse has frequent 
issues with connectivity.  Hoadley talked about how there are many people in our county who struggle getting reliable internet. Discussion ended with 
Walker stating he will talk to SICOG about the grant. Colleen and Jerry Oxley arrived 9:10 a.m. Greg Cooper arrived 9:14 a.m. Nick Kauffman arrived 
9:14 a.m. Kevin Schilling arrived 9:14 a.m.  
 
PUBLIC HEARING – FY24 MAXIMUM PROPERTY TAX DOLLARS: Moved by Twombly and seconded by Hoadley to open the public hearing for 
FY24 Maximum Property Tax Dollars at 9:15 a.m. Approved. Colleen Oxley asked for the board to explain the max levy. Walker explained that this is 
the first publication in our FY24 budget process that shows that the tax dollars being raised for our General and General Supplemental levies have 
increased 4.15% from the current year’s budget (FY23) to the proposed FY24 budget. The General and General Supplemental maximum property tax 
dollars will not exceed $3,559,322 for FY24. The maximum property tax dollars for the rural levy has increased 6.94% from FY23 to FY24. The Rural 
maximum property tax dollars will not exceed $2,205,011 for FY24. These increases are due to taxable valuations increasing as the levies for these 
funds remain the same as the current year. The notices were published in the Free Press and Adair News on February 8th and February 9th respectively. 
Twombly explained that we are not at our max levy. Cooper asked about how the wind turbines help and Wedemeyer explained how we would be 
raising dollars for taxpayers without these turbines. There were no public comments received by the Auditor’s Office. Moved by Twombly and seconded 
by Baier to close the public hearing at 9:22 a.m. Approved. Moved by Wedemeyer and seconded by Hoadley to approve Resolution 2023-14 – 
Approval of FY24 Maximum Property Tax Dollars. WHEREAS, the Adair County Board of Supervisors have considered the proposed FY24 county 
maximum property tax dollars for both General County Services and Rural County Services, and WHEREAS, a notice concerning the proposed county  
maximum property tax dollars was published as required and posted on county web site and/or social media accounts if applicable, WHEREAS, a 
public hearing concerning the proposed county maximum property tax dollars was held on February 22, 2023, NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED 
by the Board of Supervisors of Adair County that the maximum property tax dollars for General County Services and Rural County Services for FY24 
shall not exceed the following: General County Services: $3,559,322; Rural County Services: $2,205,011. The FY24 Maximum Property Tax dollars 
requested in the General County Services increased by 4.15% whereas the Rural County Services increased by 6.94% from the Maximum Property 
Tax dollars requested for FY23. Roll call vote: Walker aye, Twombly aye, Wedemeyer aye, Baier aye, Hoadley aye. Approved.  
 
PUBLIC HEARING – PROPOSED SERVICE LEVEL CHANGE: Moved by Hoadley and seconded by Baier to open the public hearing for the Proposed 
Service Level Change of Adair County Elk Avenue and Kent Avenue at 9:20 a.m. Approved. No comments were received by the Supervisors, 
Engineer’s Office, Auditor’s Office, or public. Moved by Wedemeyer and seconded by Twombly to close the public hearing at 9:23 a.m. Approved. 
Moved by Wedemeyer and seconded by Twombly to approve Resolution 2023-15 – Resolution For Increased Level Of Maintenance To Area Service 
Road. Whereas, Adair County Desires To Classify Certain Roads On The Area Service System In The County To Provide For An Increase Level Of 
Maintenance; And Whereas, Adair County, After Consultation With The County Engineer, Has The Authority To Reclassify Certain Roads Within The 
County As Area Service A Roads Pursuant To Iowa Code 309.57; And Whereas, The Adair County Board Of Supervisors, After Consulting With The 
Adair County Engineer, Desire To Designate Various Roads In Adair County From Area Service B Roads To Area Service A Roads To Provide For 
An Increased Level Of Maintenance In Order To Best Utilize Maintenance Funds; And Whereas, Pursuant To Notice Of Public Hearing Duly Published 
According To The Iowa Code, Public Hearing As Held On The 22nd Day Of February 2023 At 9:20 A.M. In The Board Of Supervisors Room At The 
Adair County Courthouse, Greenfield, Iowa, To Hear Support And/Or Objections From The Public On Roads So Designated. Therefore, Be It Resolved, 
That Adair County Hereby Establish The Roads Described As Area A Service Roads With Increase Access And An Increase Level Of Maintenance. 
Adair County Elk Avenue From The Intersection Of 105th Street North To The Adair-Guthrie County Line. Also Described As Running From The West 
¼ Corner Of Section 2 Of Township 77 North, Range 33 West Of The 5th P.M. To The Northwest Comer Of Said Section. Road Originally Established 
In Adair County Road Book 2 Page 585. Adair County Kent Avenue From The Intersection Of 310th Street North To The Intersection Of 300th St. Also 
Described As Running From The Southwest Corner Of Section 14 Of Township 74 North, Range 32 West Of The 5th P.M. To The Northwest Corner 
Of Said Section. Road Originally Established In Adair County Road Book 2 Page 457. Roll call vote: Walker aye, Twombly aye, Wedemeyer aye, Baier 
aye, and Hoadley aye. Approved. Greg Cooper, Colleen and Jerry Oxley exited at 9:23 a.m.  
 
ECONOMIC SUSTAINMENT: Kevin Shilling, concerned citizen, started discussion at 9:25 a.m. Kevin talked about the Greenfield City swimming pool 
and the repairs it needs. Kevin mentioned that the city has not decided if they want to fix the pool or build a new one. This pool is owned by the city 
and Kevin wondered if the county could help in any way stating that he understands that the city and county are 2 separate governments. The pool 
struggles every year financially and finding lifeguards to work it. Twombly stated that this is owned by the city and not a county project; however, he 
has given advice to the City’s Facebook page on them having a special assessment and along with that maybe do a debt levy and contact SICOG for 
grants that are available to help with the leaking pool. Wedemeyer suggested that Kevin or the city can talk to our state representative. Kevin asked 
where the turbines money goes and Twombly stated hospitals, schools, colleges and it has allowed us to keep tax levy down. Kevin Shilling exited at 
9:43 a.m.  
 
ENGINEER: Resolution To Award Contract – On Monday Engineer Kauffman had a bid from Schildberg’s 1.6% under the estimate of $246,202.82. 
Moved by Twombly and seconded by Baier to approve Resolution #2023-16 – Whereas, The Board of Supervisors, hereafter referred to as "the 



 

 

Board", believes the FY23 Farm-to-Market Granular Surfacing Contract, FM-C001(123)--55-01, hereafter referred to as "the project" is in the best 
interest of Adair County, Iowa, and the residents thereof. The project is defined as the granular surfacing of various Farm-to-Market roads within Adair 
County, Iowa; and Whereas, the Board has sought appropriate professional guidance for the concept and planning for the project and followed the 
steps as required by the Code of Iowa for notifications, hearings, and bidding/letting; and Whereas, The Board finds this resolution appropriate and 
necessary to protect, preserve, and improve the rights, privileges, property, peace, safety, health, welfare, comfort, and convenience of Adair County 
and its citizens, all as provided for in and permitted by section 331.301 of the Code of Iowa; and It Is Therefore Resolved by the Board to accept the 
bid from Schildberg Construction Company, Inc. in the amount of $246,202.82 and awards the associated contract to the same; Be It Further Resolved 
that all other resolutions or parts of resolutions in conflict with this resolution are hereby repealed. If any part of this resolution is adjudged invalid or 
unconstitutional, such adjudication shall not affect the validity of the resolution or action of the Board as a whole or any part thereof not adjudged invalid 
or unconstitutional. This resolution shall be in full force and effect from and after the date of its approval as provided by law; and Be It Further Resolved 
by the Board of Supervisors of Adair County, Iowa, that after receiving the necessary contract documents, including but not limited to, the contractor's 
bond and certificate of insurance, Nick Kauffman, P.E., the County Engineer for Adair County, Iowa be and is hereby designated, authorized, and 
empowered on behalf of the Board of Supervisors of said County to execute the contracts in connection with the afore awarded construction project. 
Roll call vote: Walker aye, Twombly aye, Wedemeyer aye, Baier aye, and Hoadley aye. Approved. Maintenance & Activities Report – Engineer 
Kauffman gave an update to the Board on the following projects: hauling spot rock as they can, hauled sand all day yesterday for potential ice today. 
They have been stock piling rock when the roads aren’t fit to be on. Baier had a bus driver ask him to thank secondary roads for putting rock on a road. 
Walker stated our roads look nice compared to some other counties.
